How to Send Money. Money can be safely sent by Bank Check, Postoffice Order, Express 
Money Order, Registered Letter or Express. Postage Stamp remittances in small amounts are also 
satisfactory. Customers who have no regular account with us will kindly remit the amount with their 
orders, or name business references, as customary before opening new accounts. 

Seeds by Mail, Postage Paid. At prices quoted postpaid, we deliver the seeds at our expense 
to any postoffice in the United States. Where not quoted postpaid, if seeds are to be sent by mail, 
add 8 cents per pound to cover postage.
